Naivete Revealed 


After Livingston’s remarks, the con- 
vocation departed from the announced 
program to go directly to the question and 
answer segment. At this point the naivete 
which infests this campus appeared. A 
Student asked for a concrete example of 
racial prejudice on this campus. The 
example was eloquently and movingly 
supplied by George Macias, a member of 
the Mexican American Youth Association, 
who described the “Taco Bell” theory of 
California history that is taught at SSC. 

From this point on what the convocation 
lost in orderliness, it gained in poignancy, 
as the student audience became more 
directly involved in the program. Doug 
Ross's fear that ‘violence is inevitable’ 
because of student apathy was put to rest 
by the obvious desire of this audience to 
get involved in the remainder of the 
convocation, 

A loud and, at times, abrasive dialogue 
sprang up between the conservative and 
liberal elements of the audience. This 
exchange of viewpoints, while threatening 
to get out of hand, provided some of the 
most valuable moments of te assembly. 
Remarks that might otherwise have gone 
unspoken were made and debated when 
students forgot to be safe and started ta 
be honest. . 

it was during this part of the program 
that the remarks were made that eloquent. 
ly sutimed up the entire convocation, 
Dick Reynolds, a member of the Black 
Students Union, was questioning a member 
of the student audience in what threatened 
to turn into a shouting match when he 
suddenly asked the other student the most 
important question to be raised in the 
entire convocation. ‘Will you help me, 
that’s all | want to know, will you help me?** 

The answer was “yes”. That's what 
the convocation was all about.

Non-Violent Reforms?

How many people have stopped to consider what might have happened 
at San Francisco State if noaction had been taken by the Administration’ 
We wouldn’t be experiencing the riots that are occurring and no one 
would have been arrested for destroying property, It might be a fairly 
quiet campus. 

On the other hand, is it possible that there could have been an 
uprising of the other 17,000 students who want to go to schoo! in safety 
and without fear’? Those students who don’t want to carry weapons 
around campus or attend a school where others do carry them, are 
potentially a tremendous danger to the militant few. They can be 
pushed and shoved only so far; then they could retaliate, The militant 
minorities assume that the majority will not fight back, but they could 
be wrong, 


Surprise for Militants? 


A potential force does not always remain in a potential state, 
If the activities of these militant groups are stepped up so as to 
endanger the education of enough people, the militants could easily 
find themselves thrown off campus, not by the authorities, but by 
the students themselves. If this should ever occur, you will see some 
surprised minorities outside of our campuses, looking in 

Most students can sympathize with and support many of the goals 
of the minorities. Tearing down the schools is not one of them. 

Another complaint heard lately, and shouted very loudly, often as 
a threat, is that students must be allowed a greater voice in schoo! 
administration, For some reason these students feel that because 
they attend classes they should be able to exercise control over the 
school, including its curriculum, its policies and even its faculty 

I have some news for these students: the people of the State of 
California, not the students, own the schools, If the majority of the 
taxpayers wanted our schools to be run by the students, it would be 
only a short time until they were Kecause of the impression the 
taxpayers have of our schools, due large'y to the activities of radical 
groups, they not only do not want the campuses controlled by the 
students, but they will not support our schools as they now are doing. 

A good example of what the general public hears happened just a 
few weeks ago at ..C, Berkeley. A group of dissident students took 
over & building and blockaded it, They destroyed furniture, papers 
and equipment. These students were arrested and the school sus- 
pended them. 


Strange Reasoning 


A day or two later the students were in court highly upset with the 
school because, if they were suspended, they would become eligible 
for the draft. The reasoning displayed by these students is some what 
obscure and seems to go like this: I have a right to attend your 
school; if | become dissatisfied with the administration I can with 
impunity destroy equipment and disrupt classes in order to force m 
will and my demands upon you, On the other hand, you ( the school ) 
cannot suspend me or in any way discipline me for my actions 

\s is typical in recent times, the school broke down and reinstated 
these students. You can hardly blame the people who pay for our 
schools for being upset. They certainly are noi getting what they 
paid for, The logic displayed by the taxpayers is much simpler: 
If you want to go to schoo! we will help, Uf you want to destroy our 
schools then be damned, 

Most students want to go to school to prepare themselves for a 
productive life, To the extent that changesare desired, they are willing 
to work within the framework of orderly procedures to ‘ring them 
about. 

Most students do not want to organize into groups which tend to be 
radical and militant. If the large majority of students were forced 
together to preserve their school, they would last as a group only as 
long a5 necessary to reach their goal, Once peace was restored the 
mass of students would once more dissolved into the silent majority 

We at Sacramento State are fortunate that violence has not occurred, 
There is an opportunity for dicussion on this campus and the minorities 
may bring their views into the open. A school that provides for dis- 
cussion without threats and change without violence is something we 


should all work to preserve, Hut any grown that threatens others 
because their ideas are not accepted, desiro, s the conce,. of dis- 
cussion, 

A student body that behaves reasonably and responsibl, may not 
make headlines, but it will have the support of the people and of 
governmen.,

Senate Chairman Sets Challenges 


Editor, The Hornet: 

One, if not the main reason for 
}riday’s convocation, was to ex- 
plore and evaluate some of 
the crises we are facing in ed- 
ucation today, Many students were 
unaware that there are indeed 
crises on our campuses today. 
They looked upon events at San 
Francisco, Columbia, Berkeley, 
Mexico City, Paris, etc., ete... . 
as the ravings of a few radical 
students bent upon destruction ef 
the system. It is easy enough 
to have this view reinforced: one 
need only to listen to the Reagans, 
the Raffertys, the Dumkees and to 
read the community newspapers to 
be certain that these are truths, 

But truth is relative, It is 
relative, for example, to the 
amount of information one has, My 
hope is that as a result of Friday's 
convocation more information has 
been spread among those students 
who Thursday were asking ‘But 
what's wrong’”’' My hope is that 
now they are aware to a degrec 
of the enroliment crisis, that their 
kid brothers and sister may find 
the classrooms here shut in their 
faces; that they realize what a 
threat the proposed revision of 
title 5 is to their student govern- 
ment, their fraternity and 
sororities, their and 
political organizations; that they 
realize the problems our blackand 
brown brothers are having in 


social 


securing one of their basic rights 
— an education. 

My hope is that now at last 
they are becoming aware of some 
of the problems that contributed 
to the eruption at SESC, but I fear 
a slow agonizing reenactment of 
the interracial Symposium, of the 
long symposiums on relevence in 
higher education, when all were 
taken up with the emotional and 
intellectual stimulation of the mo- 
ment — only to loose it again 
on the ski slopes Saturday morning. 

How often have the probiems of 
our campus and our society been 
pointed up again and again only 
to be left to sink down amidst 
apathy’ Far too frequently, I'm 
afraid. And in this lies our great- 
est danger, for while the vast 
silem majority turns its back and 
walks silently away clucking its 
tongue, the so-called militant left 
grows more impatient, until their 
impatience blows up ata San Fran- 


cisco, 


For those reasons | strongly 
urge that all of us endesvor to 
determine the real causes of 
student violence, that we demand 
the faculty and administration pay 
sharp attention to our legitimate 
demands for relevance in 
classrooms, for a re-evaluation 


of academic standards, and for 
participation in making decisions 
which directly affect us.

Minorities At SF May 
Cause FWC Withdrawal

Emerging from all the high blown rhetoric that has surrounded 
the immediate problems of California’s higher education system is 
one fact — the ability of a minority to seize power and effect swift 
action. 

One pertinert example comes from San Francisco State College 
(don’t they all nowadays?) where, it seems, minorities have realized 
the avenues of power open to them. 

Before going on further, it must be pointed out that minorities 
refers only to a numerical inferiority. It’s been pointed out that not 
more than 500 hardcore activists are causing the turmoil at Sen 
Francisco. But whenever any campuses or communities are disrupted, 
the great silent mass of budding Babbitts suddenly awakens and cries 
out ‘How can a minority coerce a majority?’ and mutters all sorts 
of other textbook formulas about the rights of minorities and majorities, 
However, they fail to realize that any activist group, no matter how 
numerically inferior, is able to do pretty much as they please simply 
because they are interested enough to be activist while most people 
just don’t give a damn. 


Demise of Athletic Program 


But we digress. Back to our exa:nple at San Francisco. ina story 
in last Saturday’s Sacramento Bee, Vic Rowen, the head football coach 
at San Francisco State College, predicted the demise of the college’s 
athletic program. 

Rowen, who said he has been contacted by other schools regarding 
possible coaching jobs in the future, forecast that “unless somebody 
comes up with some money, we may not be in the Far Western Con- 
ference next football season.’’ 

The basis for Rowen’s statement is linked to the current situation 
at the college. Last spring, in the student body elections, the activist 
and leftist-oriented students banded together and elected a slate of 
their own candidates to the student senate. The slate composed the 
majority. 

Later in the spring, when it came time to cut up the budget for the 
student body, the athletic program, which is funded largely by the 
students (much the same as at SSC) was left completely out in the 
cold — cut off without any money at all. The Senate, instead of allo- 
cating the requested $40,000 or $50,000, cut the jocks off without a cent. 

However, a lot of people got uptight when the Senate did that. The 
Gators had contractual commitments to the rest of the teams in the 
Far Western Conference so they needed money. It was a case of that 
or go into court over defaulted contracts. 

So the Senate relented and meted out a pittance to the jocks, a sum 
that was a fraction of the requested total. In return for that sum, the 
students won concessions from the athletic department and adminis- 
tration. The rest of the Gator money came from donations solicited 
from the community. 


Destroyed in Six Months 


“It's really a sad thing to see a once Strung athletic department 
be destroyed in just six months. All it takes is one group of kids to 
wipe it out and if this mess ever gets straightened out, it’ll take five 
years to build the program back to Where it was,”’ lamented Rowen. 
The Gators, behind Bob Toledo’s record-breaking passing, won the 
FWC football title in 1967 but this season were 4-6. 

“We thought we were going someplace when we beat a fine Sacra- 
mento State team,” said Rowen. But that was as far as the Gators 
got. Soon after, the team was split by a strike among the blacks on 
the team in sympathy with the demands of the Black Student Union, 
That was weeks ago, in the early days of the strike. 

So the Gators are dying. Pleaded Rowen, “We need somebody to 
step in and take some action, If they want athletes at this college, 
somebody is going to have to get us some money. Nobody knows where 
to turn. Our only hope is to have the legislature or the Board of 
Trustees instigate a movement for some funds so we can survive.”’ 

That type of interference is part of what the San Francisco State 
strike is all about.
